HELD PULPIT TWENTY-TWO YEARS 


The Rev. William White Wilson, rector of 
St. Mark’s Episcopal church, Thirty-seventb 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, was killed 
last night by a street car at Forty-third 
street and Cottage Grove avenue. The min- 
ister was 62 years old and his church has 
been identified with Chicago's history for 
half a century. 

The wrecking wagon of the Chicago City 
Railway company was summoned and the 
body removed after the trucks of the car 
had been raised from the tracks. 

Patrick Lynch of 5721 May street, motor- 
man of the car wilch struck the rector, . 
was taken into custody with his conductor, 
Thomas Burke, 4347 Lawrence avenue. 

The motormen gaid Dr. Wilson, whowas on 
his way to a Masonic lodge. stepped direct- 
ly In front of the car, despite the clanging of 
the bell. He seemed dazed,”’ the motorman 
told the police. “‘He must have been deep 
in thought.“ 

Dr. Wilson's widow was prostrated at her 
residence, 535 East Thirty-fifth street, when 
she learned of the tragedy. 

She said the rector had been gone from 
home most of the day and she was beginning 


to + anxious about him when news of the 


ent was telephoned to her. 


Choirboys Strike. 

Choir boys of St. Mark s church have been 
on strike for a week. Their leaders eaid at 
night they would call the strike off so a full 
choir of forty could sing at their rector’s 
funeral services 

When Carl Gunggoll of 727 East Forty- 
second street learned of the rector’s death 
he at once arranged to canvass the choir 
members and obtain promises to overlook the 
troubles which crippled the organization, 

The boys struck because their choirmaster, 
William Qox, was allowed to resign after his 
demand for an increase of salary was denied. 
The song services at St. Mark’s last Sunday 
were led by half a dozen of the regular choir 
members, augmented by untutored church 
members and Sunday school pupils. 

Roy Wagner of 3517 Vincennes avenue, 
one of the strike committee appointed by the 
choristers, is on a vacation, but his parents 
telegraphed him when they learned of Dr. 
Wilson's death, and it is expected he will 
return in time to sing a solo at the rector’s 
funeral. 


Burton Bryan Expected to Sing, 
Burton Bryan, whose father, Fred L. Bryan 
cof 545 East Thirty-sixth street, attempted 
to persuade the boys from striking, set out 


to interview every member of the choir last 


night. Burton wanted to strike a week ago, 
but was compelled by his parents to sing 
while his companions did picket duty on the 
streets outside the church. 

We loved him,” said Bryan. 

Dr. Wilson was rector of St. Mark's twen- 
ty-two years He was born in Philadelphia. 
Five years later his family moved to Brook - 
lyn, N. T1. He studied law early in life, and 
was admitted to the bar after being gradu- 
ated from the law college of Columbia uni- 
versity. 

After practicing law in New Terk and 
Brookiyn for about eight years he entered 
the ministry. His first church was in East 
Orange in July, 1660 A few years later he 
removed to Pennsylvanta, where he was rec- 
tor of St. Paul's church, Kittanning. He 
remained there nine years. Then he took 
charge of St. Mark's church. 


Fearless in the Pulpit. 

Dr. Wilson was noted for his sermons on 
timely subjects. His address on Christian 
Socialiem "’ before college, New 
York, won for him the degree of doctor of 
humane letters. While president uf the 
Acters’ Church Alliance he denounced Sunday 
theaters at an annual meeting of the actors . 
in the Masonic temple in 1907. 

„Managers who give Sunday performances 
are money grabbers and slave drivers,’ he 
said. The actors then voted against Sunday 
shows. 

The rector is survived by Mrs. Irene M. 
Wilson and seven children, three sons and 
four daughters, most of them living in the 
east.

Town Houses to Be Built on Outer Drive

Douglas, Aris., Sept. 6--Mexican rebeis 
eroseed the boundary and were engaged by 
United States soldiere on the Lang ranch 
fifty miles east of Douglas, today. The 
American troops killed five and wounded one 
of the invaders. 


ULTIMATUM BY TAFT. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.}— 
President Taft has served an ultimatum on 
the Mexican government that unless Amari 
cans and their interests are given immediate 
protection from the rebels the United States 
government will intervene. 

Sefior Manuel Calero, ambassador to the 
United States from Mexico, is speeding to 
Mexico City to deliver President Taft's words 
of werning to President Madero. He left 
Washington on this mission on Wednesday 
night, following a conference with President 
Taft and acting Secretary of State Hunting- 
ton Wilson. 

The president told Ambassador Calero that 
the Umit of this governments patience has 
been reached, and unless immediate steps 
are taken by Madero to put into effect hie 
many promises of protection for Americans, 
American soldiera will be sent across the 
border. 

He said the troops would not stop with 
guarding Americans and their interests near 
the border, but would go clear across 
beth ways and stop the revolution. 

Ambassador to Make Demand. 

Ambassador Wilson of Mexico City was 
instructed by the state department today to 
make one more demand upon Madero for pro- 
tection for the Americane in Mexico. The 
note of instructions carried an order for de- 
mands for troops to put down the maraud ings 
of rebels in northern Mexico. 

Later today state department agents in 
northern Mexico reported considerable im- 
provement in conditions. Telegraphic com- 
munication between Nacozari and Douglas 
has been restored. Conditions at Monterey 
are reported satisfactory. 

In the south of Mexico, however, wander- 
ing rebel bands have become bolder in their 
operations, the entire federal garrison at 
Ajuho having been magsacred by the rebels 
last Wednesday.

Demand for milk in Chicage is estimated. 
to have increased 50 per cent within the last 
week, due to the hot weather. Most fam- 
ilies have been supplied, but many restau 
rants, soda founteins, and ice cream parlors 
have had to accept from one-third to half 
the amount of their orders. No advance 
over the price of 8 cents a quart yet has 
been made, but further shortage will be re- 
fiected in immediate raise in quotations. 


Packers Raise Beef Prices. - 

While the milk famine is loomimg up meat 
prices have reached higher figures than ever 
before in the history of the trade. Quotations 
at the Chicago stockyards yesterday estab- 
lished a new record for beef and the retail- 
ers will have to pay the added costs begin- 
ning today and tomorrow. Beef prices gener 
ally are 6 cents higher than a year ago. 

The only hope againet further milk short- 
ages lies in the weather forecast. While the 
Chicago temperature yesterday reached 4.8 
degrees by officia! figures, setting the highest 
mark for September since 1872, cooler weath- 
er ls promised for today. Wording of the fore- 
cast, however, does not promise much relief. 
It says: 

“Chicago and vicinity—Fai? and not 
quite so warm Saturday. Sunday fair. 
Light variable winds." 

Smaller towns surrounding Chicago felt 
the milk shortage yesterday more than the 
city. 

The high temperatures of the last week 
mas caused cows to seek shelter and:sleep, 
and to Umit greasing tothe minimum. The 
result has been a material reduction in the 
amount of milk given. 


Dealers Estimate Milk Shortage. 

Chicago dealers differ in estimating the. 
exact reduction in the amount of milk beng 
obtained, but the general opinion fixes the 
figure at approximately 10 per cent.

MURDER UP AGAIN 


Slugger Stevens Looked Over“ 


at Identification Bureau. 


AS “PEEPERS.” 


Men Who Saw Tragedy Two Years Ago 


Peer Through Holes. 


Long delayed action in the case of Walter 


Stevens, alleged slugger and gun man, who 
is under indictment for serious crimes com- 
mitted in the name of union labor, took a 
sudden turn yesterday when he was shown 
up at the office of Chief of Detectives Hal- 
pin for identification as one of the men im- 
plicated in the murder of Bernard Malloy. 


Three persons who witnessed the killing of 


Malloy in a saloon at Fifty-ninth and State 
streets about two years ago were at the de- 
tective bureau when Stevens, who could not 
see them, was ordered by Capt. Halpin to 
walk back and forth across the room. The 
three murder witnesses peered through small 
holes at Stevens, it being deemed advisable to 
keep their identity from the alleged notorious 


gun man. 


Whether any of the witnesses identified Ste- 


vens Capt. Halpin would not say. However, 
Stevens was allowed to go. Capt. Halpin ex- 
plained that he is held in bonds in the cases 
for which he has been indicted. 


Stevens’ Arrest Ordered, 
Stevens was taken into custody by order of 


the state’e attorney’s office, it Is said. De- 
tectives McMullen and Ryan found Stevens 
at Fifty-fifth and Halsted streets. He made 
no resistance. The witnesses to the Malloy 
murder were gent for, and pending their ar- 
rival Capt. Halpin questioned Stevens re- 
garding several matters which hed a bearing 
on labor sluggings. 


Stevens denied knowing anything about the 


killing of Malloy, who was a steamfitter. 
Malloy was a union man, but the union to 
which he belonged was not the body which, 
it is said, employed Stevens as a slugger. 


Malloy was lured to his death by a tele- 


phone message, which instructed him to“ go 
to a saloon as Fifty-ninth and State streete 
and meet a man.“ 


Escape in “Pirate Car.” 
Malloy was waiting in the saloon when four 


or five men drove up in an automobile. He 
was shot and killed by the men, who es- 
caped in the pirate car. 


Stevens was suspected of being implicated 
n the killing at the time, but owing to po- 


ice apathy he was not arrested until sev- 
eral weeks later.

Citizens Alive to Charges.

But it has not changed 
enough to talk seriously of putting lead- 
ing citizens behind the bars.“ 

It is pointed out that the main thing ls 
to put a stop to the alleged graft.

Those who are not satis- 
fied with this are said to be out of sympathy 
with the community. 


Muckraking Not Welcomed.

Every member of the board of su- 
rervisors now indicted was compelled to 
make a preéiection promise that he would 
insist bids be advertised, but the promise 
was not kept. ;

Straus Caught by Surprise. 

Chairman Straus at first shook his head 
deprecatingly at the growing demonstration.

Placing his hands on Mr. Straus’ shoulders, 
ne said:

ROOSEVELT MEN WIN AGAIN 
IN-KANSAS ELECTORAL FIGHT. 


Judge Sanborn of United States Court 
of Appeals Denies Injunction to 
Keep Them Off Ballot. 


Topeka, Kas., Sept. 6.—The Roosevelt pres- 
identiai electors today won another round 
in the legal battle to get them off the Re- 
publican ticket in Kansas. 

Judge W. H Sanborn of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, denied the injunc- 
tion asked by the supporters of President 
Taft's candidacy to prohibit the names of 
the eight Roosevelt electors being placed on 
the Republican ballot in the general election 
ir. November. The case was argued Monday 
in Denver and the written decision of Judge 
Sanborn was received by Morton Albaugh, 
clerk of the United States Circuit court here, 
today. 

Judge Sanborn in his opinion said: 

A consideration of the arguments and 
an examination of the briefs submitted, in 
this case have convinced me that it is un- 
necessary to consider or decide any of the 
disputed questions of fact herein. Cénceding 
the truth of all the averments of the bin, the 
application for the injunction cannot be 
granted, because under a decision of the 
Supreme court, which is confrolling in this 
court, the threatened wrongful deprivation 
of a citizen of his rights to vote under the 


tion officials or others, presents no cause 
of action in equity for an injunction {o pre- 
vent it. The remedy is at law and not by 
an injunction in equity.” 

The case probably will be appealed.

The near side car which goes into opera- 
tion on one of the south side lines Sunday is 
not an experiment.

CONQUERING CHOLERA, 
N the twenty years ago column of tha 
Evening Post one day this week there 
appeared this notice: Boil the water, 
clean the streets, and keep cholera 
out of Chicago.” 

When Rip Van Winkle comes down out 
of the mountains twenty years after he 
fell asleep he scarcely knows Minna, but 
Minna knows him not at all. When the 
Post makes old Rip Chicago walk ont on 
the streets twenty years after, the old 
man cap see in the lassie of 1912 the 
child of 1892, but the lassie cannot see 
where the old man of 1802 has any home 
around here. 

Only to think, twenty years ago we 
were agitated about cholera! It had 
omg from southern Europe, got into the 
harbor, landed, and there were twenty- 
odd cases in New York City. New York 
City was only a day away. Cholera on 
land in America had always ended in 
cholera in Chicago. 

And then there was that “boil the 
water” injunction. In the early bos the 
Chicago papers carried that sign regular- 
ly rain or shine. The typhoid rate was 
twenty times what it is today, Nobody 
paid much attention to it. A few boiled 
the water, It was necessary, however, 
to dig the drainage canal to get rid of 


| the fever, for unfortunately the people 


will not take those necessary precautions. 

A sign of Rip Van Winkleism is the 
serious proposal that such advice is a 
solution of the milk problem. Note ths 
distinetion between advising the people 
to do a certain thing and having them 
unanimously do it. 

And speaking of milk, the Michigan board 
of health has been experimenting with 
methods of sterilizing milk bottles and 
cans. It has found it easy to sterilize 
with a watery solution—two grains to 
the gallon—of bleaching powder. A good 
grade of bleaching powder is necessary, 
as there is not much free chlorine in the 
poor grades, The cans and bottles are 
rinsed with the solution, stopped, and al- 
lowed to stand for fifteen minutes and 
then washed out with hot water. They 
are then drained and aired and sunned. 

Ordinarily mikmen are told they must 
sterilize their cans with steam, Most 
of them have no steam. Those that have 
usually run in ordinary steam which ie 
at one chilled by the can. As used it 
does not sterilize. The bleaching powder 
method is so much simpler and easier 
that some who now put milk in polluted 
cans will adopt it. 

However, the New York Dairy Demon- 
stration company has proved that can 
sterilization is never properly done ex- 


}eept at a central plant. 


For a few days the indoor temperature 
has ranged from 85 to 95, the indoor hu- 
midity from 55 to 79. Under such con- 
ditions baby has a hard time getting rid 
of his body heat and his food spoils 
quickly. Keep him cool, dress him light- 
ly, feed him sparingly, watch his food 
closely.

J. C. S. writes: Kindly tell me if any- 
thing can be done to prevent typhoid fever? 
The patient threatened with it a week ago 
has taken nothing but liquid foods since. 
Shall she continue with the liquid diet! 


REPLY, 

Vaccination, boiling the water, boiling the milk, 
screening against files are the most important 
methods of preventing typhoid. However, with 
your friend it was too late to talk about pre- 
venting the disease at the time you wrote your 
letter. The typhoid bacillus gets in the body and 
stays there ten days before any symptom develops, 
and two weeks before the symptoms look much like 
typhoid. After the patient begine to have fever 
or to get weak it ie to late to prevent the divease.

UEEN WILHELMINA has definitely 
thrown her lot with the triple en- 
tente—composed of England, France, 
and Rusgsia—and, much to the die- 
gust of the Berlin authorities, has 
given the order for the four 17,000 ton dread- 
noughts which are to be added to the Dutch 
navy to English instead of to German build- 
ers. 
They will be armed with eight heavy 12.2 
inch guns each and will restore to Holland 
some of that naval importance which it en- 
joyed in the seventeenth century when a 
Dutch fleet entered the Thames and burned 
the English vessels in the Hedway and when 
Van Tremp sailed the channel with a broom 
at his masthead in token of hig intention 
of sweeping the English from the sea. 

At present the largest ship of the Dutch 
navy is the Seven Provinces of merely 6,500 
tons, while the four other modern war ves- 
sels are considerably smaller. It should be 
noted, however, that Holland has about 
thirty up to date torpedo boats. . 

Queen Wilhelmina already gave an indi- 
cation of her political leanings when, on the 
occasion of her state visit to Paris in the 
early part of the summer, she lost no op- 
portunity of publicly displaying her pride in 
her French ancestry, thereby exciting much 
unfriendly criticigm in the German press.

The kaiser has long been endeavoring to 
win the friendship of Holland, in the hope 
of inducing it to join the twenty odd allied 
states constituting the confederation known 
as the German empire, but the canny Nether- 
landers are unalterably opposed to this plan, 
h@ving no intention of hampering their large 
foreign commerce by Germany protective 
tariff and fearing, moreover, that their na- 
tionality, for the maintenance of which their 
ancestors fought so bravely, would become 
lost in the Teutonic mass.

The Conollys are one of the six great his- 
toric families of Ireland. The Hon. William 
Conolly was speaker of the Irish house of 
commons in the reign of Queen Anne, and it 
was at his funeral that white linen mourning 
bands and scarfs were first worn in lieu of 
black crépe, the object being to encourage 
the linen industry of Ireland. 

The present owner's father was the last of 
that old school of Irish territorial magnates 
and country gentlemen so picturesquely por- 
trayed by Charles Lever in hie novels. He 
was a conspicuous figure both in parliament 
et Westminster and especially at the court 
of the Tuileries during the second empire, 
achieving there a name for magnificence 
which sadly embarrassed his estate.

The Origin of Golf. 

Mr. Arthur V. Taylor, the w. k. golfer of 
Newark, N. J., is still convinced of the au- 
thenticity of the MSS. concerning the origin 
of golf among the goatherds of northern 
Italy before the Christian era. Replying 
to the criticism of Dr. Ludwig von Aberwitz, 
Mr. Taylor writes us: 

That such a profound epigraphist as Prof. 
Aberwits should cast discredit on the authenticity 
of the MSS. on the ground that it ie a neat im- 
tation of fifth century minuscule "’ reflects on the 
scholarship of the renowned university of which 
he is a part. Men in Jersey, even the school- 
boys, know that minuscule writing did not prop- 
erly exist in the Ofth century; it wes a later de- 
velopment from the half-uncial hand.

Bismarck, N. D., Sept. 6—Prisoners in the 
North Dakota penitentlary constituted 4 
| Court martial yeaterday to act on the case 
of G. Robinson and E. R. Erwin, convicts.

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May Austin's „Woman of 


Genius. 
ah 43 BY. ELIA W. PEATTIE: 


ART AUSTIN, who began her literary 

work down on the edge of Death vel- 
ley in California, Writing realistic and 
extraordinary stories of life in the des- 
ert, has come on by the widening of 
experience and the ripening of her genius till 
she is able to offer a book of generous pro- 
portions and remarkable insight to her ever 
increasing company of readers. 

“WOMAN OF GENIUS” is the title of the 
book which Doubleday, Page & Co. put forth 
from her pen. It is the story of a woman horn 
in a country town and reared with all the 
restrictions which tradition and ‘caution: and 
convention can put about her, and who feels 
struggling within her that demonic powor 
which fs genius. She tries sincerely to con- 
form to the program which has been laid out 
for her by usage, She marries an ordinary 
man and tries to bolster up his feeble busj- 
néss imagination and to stimulate his tepid 
powers of devotion. She bears a child when 
she is still young and timid, suffers all but 
physical wreck in consequence and loses the 
child after all. Circumstances make it easy 
for her to try out her dramatic talent, which 
proves to be of greater potency than its pos- 
sessor had realised, although always in the 
midst of banality and the absorption with 
common things something had torn at her 
consciousness—some wild thing which would 
not be appealed by any experience which had 
come to her. 

She came in time to know this for gentua. 
And Mrs, Austin is quite faithful to the facts 
when she makes her heroine discover that it 
one has genius it ls a necessi€y of their nature 
to get at the essential truth of things. They 
reject as spurious the books and pictures, the 
religions and social customs which have not 
truth at the root of them. It makes them 
east away goody-goody books ahd stultitring 
observances, and rush out into the solitary 
places carrying the beacon with which they 
mean to light some unknown altar. 

One will look far indeed before finding a 
book which so intensely and with so much 
accuracy describes the warfare that goes on 
in the heart of the gifted woman between what 
she is driven by the powers to do and what 
society and affection insist that she shall do, 
True, there is too much mere relation in the 
book and the reader must read a long time 
before the reality of the result grips the imag- 
ination. During this preparatory portion of 
the novel—which is quite half of it in the 
matter of length—the style often is involved 
and self-conscious. The influence of Henry 
James rests over it like a blight. One struggles 
with sentences like this: 

“TIT had by some unconscious means derived 
from him that though he was fond of Tommy, 
he never had much opinion of his capacity. 
I think now it must have been his presence 
there and his manner of being likely, to do 
the unexpected thing, that pulled those same 
live business men who had stood listening in 
loose mouthed relish of Monty's ribaldry, out 
of the possible entertainment in the case that 
might be made out of his implication in my 
husband’s death, to the consideration af the 
town’s repute as a place where such things 
could not possibly be.” 

There is a good deal of this sort of thing 
and it grows rather tedious. Mr. Arnold Ben- 
nett has called women the ungrammatical sex, 
but in the face of the fact that Mrs. Austin 
can carry such a sentence as that through to 
a grammatieal victory it seems as if he ought 
to make an exception of her. However, it is 
easy to forgive such “goings on in view of 
the vigor and correctness of what she has to 
say about art and about why it comes so far 
from .completion in America, and of all that 
goes to the making of difficulties for the wom- 
an who wishes to proceed otherwise than by 
rule, And now and then she says a wonder- 
ful emotional thing like: “ The room was full 
of the tumult we had created for one another,” 
She means the spiritual tumult, of course 
the inaudible tumult of love. 

As the novel progresses the story strength- 
ens. A throbbing personal interest, subjective 
in its quality, begins to take the place of the 
detached tone and the involved style at first 
employed. The ethical and artistic meanings

At the end one 
lays the book down with the feeling of deep 
satisfaction that comes from having been in- 
tellectually gratified, and (he irritating prosi- 
ness of the first portion of the book is forgot- 
ten. Or, rather, it assumes something of the 
same value that the level .spaces of the plains 
do when the mountains lit themselves at last 
and the grandeur of the contrast is evident. 

Unquestionably this powerful book places 
Mrs. Austin on a new level. Anne Douglas 
Sedgwick, Mrs. Freeman, and Mrs. Wharton 
will realize that in her they have a peer whose 
literary selections and pracesses it willl( be in- 
teresting to compare with) their own,

Tomato Salads. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

PLAIN tomato salad in the real tomato 

season is a sweet and delicious thing. 

It is then the time to eat raw toma- 

toes, if ever—in September and Octo- 

ber. There is really nearly or quite 
as much difference between the ordinary 
tomato of the market and those of the great 
ripening time as between the early straw- 
berries: and those home grown. 

The tomato salads most in vogue just now, 
perhaps, are those of sliced tomato with some 
raw, chopped vegetable on each slice—chives, 
onion, celery, cress, peppers, or even cab- 
bage with celery seed—the-green and white 
salad ingredients, 

Miss Farmer has a Hindoo salad of four 
slices of tomato on shreddeG@ lettuce, on two 
of which are piled shaved celery and on the 
opposite slices finely cut water cress, finally 
garnished with small pieces of tomatoes 
shaped with a circular cutter and served with 
French dressing.

If people will eat tomato with mayonnaize 
this dressing may be put over it and the 
chOpped green put on top of that. 

For a summer salad sandwich a Slice of 
tomato with a mixed hash of celery, ete., 
dressed with some mild, cooked dressing as 
a filling, is both cool to the taste and charm- 
ing to the eye. 

A decorative salad may be made of equal 
quantities of little red and yellow plum to- 
matoes. To make this, scald the tematoes 
quickly, take off the skins, and chill. Ar- 
range on lettuce, the yellow ones in the mid- 
dle, perhaps, and the red ones around. ferve 
with French dressing made of tarragon vine- 
gar and highly seasoned otherwise, with a 
few drops of onion juice or a clove of rarlie 
N on the salad bowL

Milwaukee, Wis,, Sept. 6.—Seldom have ar- 
rangements for automobile road racing been 
made on a more elaborate scale than the 
preparations for the Vanderbilt cup program 
to be run off here Sept. 17, 20, and 21. 

Spurred on by a desire to place Milwaukee 
on the racing map, the promoters of the 
meet have spent $24,000, or $3,000 per mile in im- 
proving the eight mile Wauwatosa course. As 
a result they declare that the course is the fastest 
of its kind in the country. There are four long 
straightaway stretches on the course and only four 
turns. Bach of these turns has been given a broad 
eweep, and it ie expected that there will be little 
slackening of speed by drivere at the turns. 

The Sommerville turn is particularly facet. It has 
been widened to eighty feet and in practice cars 
have been driven around it at a speed of seventy 
miles per hour. In addition to other improvement 
nineteen new concrete bridges and culverts have 
been built in the course. 

With the other physical arrangements the man- 
agere have constructed grandstands and parking 
spaces around the course to accommodate more 
than 50,000 epectuators.

System of Three Lines to Carry 
Out Plan of “Five Arms” 
Reaching from Loop. 


SURPRISE IN SCHEME. 


Long Distanee Tubes Won't Con- 


neet the North and South s 


Side Directly. 


Another secret of the subway planners 
Was revealed yesterday. There was an ex- 
planation given of the arrangement of the 
three routes contemplated so the system will 
consist of five arms reaching out from the 
@ewntown district into as many er] 
séctions of the city. 

Two of the lines will run through the down- 
town district—that fs, each will start in one 
section of the eity, pass through the loop, 
and continue to another outlying section. 
This gives each of them two arms from the 
central section. The third will constet of 
only one arm, as it starts at an eutiying 
point and has a terminal within the loop. 
Returning, the cars go over the same route. 

To the surprise of some who have watched 
the developments of the plan from the out- 
side neither of the long distance routes is 
what has been known as @ north and south 
route” connecting the north side direety 
with the south side, by as nearly a straight 
une as possible. One isa north and south- 
west” route, and the other isa “ south and 


northwest ’’ route. 


Outline ef Three Routes. 
Briefly described the three routes are ap- 
proximately as follows: : 

North and southwest te—Start- 
ing in Evanston avenue at Lawrence ave- 
nue, continuing south to the junction with 
Clark street at Diversey boulevard, south 
in Clark street to Harrigon street west 
in Harrison street to the junction of Blue 
Island avenue and Halsted Street, and 
southwest in Blue Island avenue. 

South and northwest rowte—Start- 
ing in State street at Seventy-minth street 
or Sixty-third street, north to Randolph 
street, west in Randolph street to Canal 
street, north in Canal street to Milwaukee 
avenue, and northwest in Milwaukee ave- 
nue approximately to North avenue. 

West Side route—Starting in Mad- 
ison street at Fortieth avenue, east in 
Madison street to Clark street, where 4 
“switchback ” will be arran as & 
terminal for starting the care back on 
their return trip. 


Earnings to Be Demanded. 

It is possible some slight deviations from 
these routes—especially m the downtown 
section where small jogs’ may be made 
will be recommended to the committee on 
lecal transportation, but the arrangement 
outlined is said to offer full opportunities for 


transfer connections between al! linés with- 


in the loop district. ; 
Obtaining information was much more dif- 


| ficult during the day than it had been previ- - 


ously, because (uw Tanten published in 
the morning some of the vital facts concern- 
ing the plans. One announcement alone, the 
fact that such a subway system ae proposed 
would cost at least $150,000,000, gave food for 
argument to the anti-subway element in the 
council and elsewhere. It was learned fur- 
ther that the planners have agreed the ears- 
ings of the lines must be 10 per cent om the 
investment, or $15,000,000 annually on the 
entire system if built.

Reports from the seventeen national banks 
of Chicago to the controller show them to 
be in a etrong position for the demands that 
will be made on them during the next three 


months. 

Since June 14 the banks have cut their loans 
down $12,161,271, or 3.58 per cent. Cash re- 
sources have been augmented to $202,081,014, 
4 gain og $11,074,447, or 6.29 per cent, during 
the ten weeks. At the same time deposits 
hawe been kept practically stationery, the 
present figures, $488,207,215 differing from 
the June aggregate by only $449,453, or 0.08 
per cent.

The most noticeable changes in the loan

$1,300,000. :

Great Western Subsidiary Bonds. 


8. M. Felton of the Chicago, Great Western has 
issued the following statement relative to the $6,-
